Why Not Azaleas? 


By M. V. CmSNUT, nBS 

One thing which lus always puz* 
tied me Is why, In this dty of 
garden^i. so many people grow 
rhododendrons and so lew of them 
cultivate azaleas. Not that I have 
anything against rhodoa—they are 
grimd ahruba—but you. ran get a 
much wider range of colon in their 
Uttie alatera, the azaleas. 

The purest scarlet, orange, 
aaimon. carmine, clear yellow or 
blood red. so dirncuit to attain in 
rhododendrons, are freely offered in 
the aulea group, and the beat ones 
keep on flowering for a sHghtty 
longer period, too. 


resents being dowd with nauseating 
chemlaals to acidify the soil. 
Strangely enough, these plants will 
tolerate a slight degree of natural 
lime in the soil, and It is only when 
liine Is applied artificially that the 
azalea goes off-cokir and sickens. 

What la needed, then. Is not eo 
much the positive action of acidifying 
the soil as the negative altitude of 
avoiding the application of lime or 
other alkaline chemicals. 

Planting must be shallow, and the 
ball of roots should never be eel in 
eo deeply that soil la placed over IL 
A light Braltertng~^of peat or leaf- 
mould, followed by a thick mutch of 
bracken or fallen leaves is att that 
should be placed over the upper sur¬ 
face of the root ball Itie mulch, 
renewed or replenished when It 
becomes thin, should provide all the 
nourishment needed. 


to repair this deCcteocy la to muidl 
the plants heavily with rut bracken, 
for the fronds of this native fern are 
rich in potash in a form readily 
a^mUated by the azalea rooU. 


ilSidly any pruning is necessary 
in outdoor azalea beyond the snip¬ 
ping off of the faded blofleoma with 
a pair of scissors before the little 
sbniba can waste their energy in 
forming seed pods. 

Whm Bn azalea is happy and well 
fed, aha will produce shoots as thick 
as y-our little finger and pRhapa as 
mudi as a yard long. Don't tip these 
or cut them back in the Intereata of 
symmetiy. though, but arch them 
over gently and peg dowrn the tip so 
the shoot forma a bow. Handled in 
this anay, the whole arched shoot will 
sprout flowers next season In the 
most apeciarular fashion. 

Too much diade will hinder the 
formation of flower buds, wrhile too 
much Bun will shorten the blooming 
period. The ideal aspect Is a dapfded 
shade such as you would find in a 
fairly open forest gUde. with Iltde 
spots of sunshine filtering through 
tha leaves.
